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THE QUINE LIBRARY. 

A pile of dust-covered text-books in the corner of a labora- 
tory is not an inspiring sight, but about twelve years ago some of 
the professors of the College of Physicians and Surgeons had the 
faith to see a great library evolve from such a collection of old 
volumes, and the enthusiasm to labor for the realization of this 
vision. The first fruit of this faith and enthusiasm was mani- 
f ested when Dr. A. Reeves Jackson, the first president of the col- 
lege, bequeathed his private collection of four hundred volumes 
toward the founding of a college library. To this nucleus addi- 
tions were made from time to time, but the work of caring for these 
books and looking after the library interests was still a labor 
of love which was performed by some of the physicians of the 
faculty in the little leisure which comes to the busy practitioner. 
For a time Dr. Bayard Holmes, who had made some study of 
library methods, performed the technical duties of a librarian. 

In 1895 a special room was devoted to the storing of the books 
and a regular librarian was employed to classify and organize 
the library. The next year Miss Grace Bryant, filled with the 
enthusiasm and knowledge gained by a recent library school 
training, was appointed to the position of librarian. The organi- 
zation of the library was perfected, and a cafd catalogue, ar- 
ranged by subject and author, was completed. This put the 
library on a firm working basis and both the faculty and the 
students of the college began to realize that a new department 
had been added to the equipment of the school. In order to ob- 
tain sets of the medical journals, transactions of societies etc., a 
system of loans with other libraries was instituted, and the 
librarian made a series of raids upon the private libraries of 
those who were especially interested in this departmant of the 
college. 

If "every institution is the lengthened shadow of a man" the 
Quine Library is a composite shadow of many of the men connect- 
ed with the Faculty of the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
but to Dr Wm. E. Quire the college library is most indebted for 
its growth and development. Realizing that the library was an 
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important adjunct to the medical college and ever anxious to ad- 
vance the cause of medical education along all lines, Dr. Quine 
gave to the library most liberally. In recognition of his life-long 
work as an educator in medical colleges and his valuable services 
in the promotion of the cause of medical science the . faculty 
bestowed upon the library the name of our honored Dean, Wm. E. 
Quine. 

Under the fostering care of Dr. Quine the library continued 
to grow, and to his munificent gifts of books and money he added 
a generoup endowment to provide for its future development. 

When the college purchased its new building in 1901 the 
faculty made, what was considered, most ample provision for the 
library and its growth for an indefinite number of years* A 
reading room capable of seating fifty, a large stack room a 
librarian's office, two smaller rooms for storing our duplicate col- 
lection, and a room for the incompleted volumes of the medical 
jourpals constitute the library department. In the past three 
years this department has grown so rapidly that the present 
quarters are- inadequate, more room being needed for the accom- 
modation of its patrons and also additional shelf space for caring 
for the books. The question of additional room for the library 
will have to be considered in the near future. 

Being a collegiate library we find it necessary to make fre- 
quent additions of the late text books, but the library funds are 
not heavily drawn upon for these purchases, for our faculty are 
most generous in the donation of their owq books, and the publi- 
shers have also given liberally. 

Our journals number about 3500 volumes and our transactions 
about 1000 volumes, the latter having been received as gifts from 
various medical societies and the former having been collected 
by our system of exchange and the donations of the friends of 
the college, the only expense being that of binding. 

A want list is kept on cards and has visited many of the im- 
portant libraries of America, never failing to secure valuable 
additions to our journal files. In this way we have obtained com- 
plete sets of all the more important American journals, and have 
also made a good start with the English, French and German 
periodicals. 

Several duplicate lists have been compiled, but as this collec- 
tion is constantly changing we find it impossible to keep the list 
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corrected to date. A room 30x14x6 feet is shelved from floor to 
ceiling on the long sides, and filled with the duplicate journals, 
which are arranged alphabetically by title; each volume being 
securely tied and labeled. We draw from this collection when- 
ever there is an opportunity for exchanging with other libraries, 
and we respond no less readily to a request for single numbers 
of peridicals than we did to an opportunity of donating, fifteen 
large boxes of journals to a library that had suffered from a 
recent fire. 

As soon as the library was placed in charge of a trained 
librarian, who not only understood the technical part of the 
work, but was in constant attendance to make available its re- 
sources, it became evident that the Quine Library was filling 
one of the needs of the college, and members of the faculty ral- 
lied to its support. A complete list of the donors would include 
the names of all the prominent physicians of the city, many of 
the alumni of the college and medical organizations throughout 
the country, but mention should be made of the following whose 
gifts have been especially helpful in the upbuilding of the li- 
brary. 

The first important addition was received in June, 1900; 
when Mrs. Logan presented 490 volumes to the college as a 
memorial to her husband Dr. G. A. Logan. Other gifts came to 
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the library, but it was not until the college moved to its present 
location, and the books were stored in a fire proof building that 
many large donations were received. 

In January, 1902, the Quine Library received another memo- 
rial gift, consisting of 338 volumes from the library of Dr. A. E. 
Hoadley, who for several years previous to his death was pro- 
fessor of Orthopedic Surgery at the college of Physicians and 
Surgeons. 

Dr. Wm. W. Burns, of Polo, 111., celebrated the sixtieth year 
of his practice by a gift to the library of his entire collection of 
journal literature. This gift added about 100 volumes, besides 
over 1,000 single numbers that helped to complete many of the 
journal files. 

Dr. Casey A. Wood, who has collected a private library 
whieh has the reputation of being the largest and best ophthal- 
rriological library in America has taken a deep interest in the 
progress of the Quine Library. The doctor thoroughly under-

stands the needs of a library and besides watching all local sales 
of medical books and periodicals, he often carries the Quine 
Library "want list" with him on his travels, and has been able 
to complete and add to many of the journal files. During the 
year from June, 1902, to June, 1903, Dr. Wood's contributions 
amounted to 1005 books and 1062 journals, and in recognition of 
his generous donations he was tendered a special vote of thanks 
by the members of the faculty of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. 

Besides Dr. Quine's generosity of which mention has already 
been made, he has given about 1,100 volumes, some of which re- 
present an overflow from his private collection, but many of 
which were purchased with a view to the peculiar needs of the 
Quine Library. 

Dr. W. A. Evans has made a special effort to build up the 
pathological section, and in order to give his students the needed 
works of reference he placed on our shelves a loan collection 
from his private library and also gave a number of valuable books 
among them being Lebert's three volume work'entitled, "Trait6 
d'Anatomie Pathologique G6n6rale et Speciale," and also sev- 
eral valuable series of pathological charts which have been 
framed and are kept in the library, but are accessable for class 
use. 

Dr. Bayard Holmes has energetically championed the. cause 
of every library interest, and besides gifts from his private libra- 
ry has solicited extensive donations from the library of the Sur- 
geon General. 

During the latter years of his life, Prof. Tolman was greatly 
interested in the Quine Library and added many volumes to the 
Medical Jurisprudence department. In accordance* with his 
wishes Mrs. Tolman invited the librarian to select from the Tol- 
man Library every book and pamphlet that could be of use in a 
medical library. 183 volumes .were thus selected, including 
works on Medical Jurisprudence, Chemistry, Microscopy and 
Psychology. 

In 1902 the Columbus Memorial Library selected the Quine 
Library as a depository for a loan collection of 1,800 volumes. 
These books represent an eight years accumulation of the best 
foreign and American medical journals. This is an ever increas- 
ing collection; each year as the magazines are bound the volumes 
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
